A Subterrimoiiu Ciivo in tho 
Mississippi. 



D.vvKPORT, la., Aug. 29 — A remark- 
able cliscovory has been made on au 
laliuid iu tlio Mississippi, eight miles 
below hero, by some rishormcn. It 
Wiis ii Hubterrmioau cave, ciirvi'd out of 
aolid rock, which was covered by a 
huge rook aud which was reached by 
large stone steps. Tho floor of this 
cavity, which hiid nndoubtodly been 
made thousands of years ugo,w:is thick- 
ly strewn with uhIics, I'liarred ro- 
iiiains of bonos and a swbstanco which 
they took to be dead loaves first wot- 
ted, then pressed together, and re- 
sembling in color and solidity the cake 
from oatmoal. Amon^' tho dry ashes 
they picked up three tusks about tlio 
size of boars' teeth, and still lower tho 
boat-hook came in contact with a hard 
substance, which proved to bo a skull, 
OS IjiroWB aspolished walnut, perfect 
in esrery respect and of extraordinary 
size. On fuirther examination an al- 
most complefco skeleton was discover- 
ed; but tho most singular part camo 
to light in the hardened and almost 
peterfied leather straps, bronze buck- 
les, ^nd a wooden log, which continu- 
ed to 'the right extremity of that limb, 
having been removed about midway 
between the hip and tho kuoo. This 
is a very interesting discovery, proving 
that the knowledge of bronzo was 
among tho loarning of tho aboriginal 
merchants, and that mechanical skill 
in those days was equal at least to the 
adoption of a timb er extremity.

Special Constable J. Blank was charged 
by Sorgt.

EmroR Cor.o.visT, . .In tho introductory 
lines of Mr. Sproat's answor to my last 
communication ho promises to deal very 
kindly with mo, and immodiatcdy pro- 
ceeds to call mo a "strife raisor," "a jjusil- 
lauiuious intriguer", and a breaker of a 
species of mirror, which, originally clear 
and shining, from the rollootion in it of 
ublic oi)iuiou iu Victoria, becomes noth- 
ing but stained glass. 

I hope I may say nothing in this letter 
which can provoke Mr. Sproat to deol 
harshly with rao, if ho favors mo with a 
rejoinder, as, if such rod hot shot is fired 
by him when animated by kindness, I 
tremble to think wliut iny fate will bo 
wlieii ho ceases to be restrained by this 
feeling. Ho (he says it himself) is a bold 
man and speaks oponly ift public tnoeting 
assembled, while I am a pusillanimous 
intriguer, shrinking from tho gaze and 
criticism of tho electors, Courage such 
as -Mr. Sproat's amounts to heroism. 
When facing tho audiouco ho lately ad- 
dressi!.! it reciuirod nerve indeed to launch 
forth in abuse of (Canada, and ho suroly 
walks tho streets at the risk of his life, 
who ventures openly to proclaim British 
Columbia's stock grievances. On the 
other hand, to preserve my incognito in 
this largo city, is so easy a matter that I 
feel that I run no risk in advocating the 
unpopular sido of tho argument, or iu 
telling unpalatable truths to an angry 
community, Mr. Sproat, it is true, has 
ventured to make a rough guess that I am 
possibly an important Dominion official, 
yet will I master courage to write you 
once more, Mr. Editor; aiiice, as there 
are several important Dominion oflicials 
iu this city, I am pusillanimous enough 
to trust that tho diHiculty of selecting 
which ono is " I'an " may awhile longer 
protect me.

mass of tho people, and alluded to the 
miscliiovous tendency of their teaching. 
What I did .say was that Victoria was not 
British Columbia,' aud that if a poll were 
to bo hold, although every man in Victoria 
might vote for eoiiaration, by a very large 
majority tho Province at largo would ex- 
proHs its decided appreciation of the ad- 
vantages of its present position, aud of 
this I havo no doubt whatever. 

And now, air, before passing from the 
personol issue with Mr. Sproat, let mo 
say that I prefer to remain "anonymous 
Pan," becouselam notogo^istioal enough 
to iaiagino that my name at th&^ foot of 
my communications svill infiaenoe any, if 
my arguments cannot, 

I'ho people of British Columbia are too 
well able to think for themselves to bo 
willing to adopt any creed merely because 
of the name of its author. On the other 
hand I have never flinched from assort- 
ing Liy opinion, either publicly or pri- 
vately, and when giving my name will do 
any good I shall not hesitate to do so. 
Supposing for a moment that 
I am tt Dominion ofticial, which I do not 
admit, (I will exercise legal discretion 
aud admit nothing) permit me tq dis- 
claim any intention of interfering either 
in Local or Dominion politics. It is true 
that tho Local Logislaturo permits 
not only Dominion, but Us own paid ser- 
vants, to vote, and the latter are invited 
to take an active part in party warfare by 
their musters, the Local Govornmont; as 
witness Mr.Sproat's position as chairman 
at the lote political meeting. I simply pro- 
pose to show that that this province ns 
part uf Canada has already reaped tho 
gi-i!atost advautagos; that as hor destiny 
is to remain part of Canada, tho sooner 
she becuniCH Canadian in sontiiuent aud 
sympathy tho better for her interests. 

I propose as far as I oan to connteraot 
tho evil tendency of such statements as 
that iu the Standard of Saturday, "That 
Canada will lose her Pacific Provinco, 
and have to meet armed British Colum- 
bians at the Yellow Head Pass," by toll- 
ing tho people of tho Older provinces 
that these are tho ravings of an inconsi- 
derable portion even of Tictorians; of a 
class of agitators who have taken out li- 
censes as free minors in tho treasury of 
Canada, and whoso cry is that of the 
horse-leech, and thoreforo unappeasable, 
but who are not tlie exponents of tho true 
sontimont of British Columbia; but as 
this letter is already too long, having de- 
fined my position,! will make my bow for 
the present.
